Thousands of communities have many 
persons eager to know something about 
their ancestors, They often wonder how 
their great grandparents lived, how they 
looked, what they did? But how to get 
the answers to those questions, baffles 
them. 

It was so in Las Vegas, Nevada, two or 
three years ago. More or less going their 
own way alone with their thoughts were 
four housewives. Once in a while one 
would confide in another her great de- 
sire to find her family genealogy, and 
would be astonished to learn that similar 
thoughts had long filled her heart. 

One day Frances Spence, Minnie Doaze 
and Muriel Hammond met at the pleasant 
home of Rilda B. Dattge. Eventually the 
conversation come around to genealogy 
and each was surprised to find out about 
their identical secret desire—to learn 
more about their forefathers. Each one 
had an idea or two which presented new 
views, new openings. The enthusiasm 
increased with the discussion and before 
they separated late that afternoon a 
genealogical study group had been form- 
ed with the four women as a nucleus. 

It was decided that each woman should 
fill out a pedigree chart as far as she 
could go. Dates would be secured in the 
meantime from old letters or the family 
Bible. If none of these were available, 
it was suggested, letters should be writ- 
ten to near relatives for the information. 
For suggestions letters were written to 
the Genealogical Library in Salt Lake 
City and to the Everton Publishers in 
Logan. Inquiries concerning books de- 
sired were written to some of the eastern 
genealogical book stores. 

Each Wednesday at 7 p.m. a meeting 
was held aliernately in the home of one 
of the four members. It was decided 
that the group should be known as 
The Family Researchers Club. An annual 
inembership fee of $1.00 was paid two 
months after the first meeting. Each of 
the four members took ten membership 
cards to sell to other women interested in 
the project. Charts and stationary were 
purchased: 

Early in the progress of the group the 
necessity of books for study and research 
activities became apparent. From a local 
church came the offer of several valuable 
volumes of important genealogical infor- 
mation. This presented the problem of a 
place where the books could be kept 
safely and yet within access to the mem-

in South Africa. 

They greatly enjoyed both trips and 
are enthusiastic about their experiences, 
the things they saw and heard. Genealo- 
gically they became well acquainted 
with that science in South Africa, and 
obtained a good insight into similar 
activities in New Zealand, Australia, and 
Hawaii. In early editions of the HELP- 
ER, they will explain the things they 
learned in those countries. 

Leaving Sali Lake Ciiy by train early 
in January 1953, the Evertons crossed 
the Atlantic aboard the SS Queen Mary, 
which landed them at Southhampton, 
England. After visiting London, they 
flew to the continent, visiting in Belgium, 
Frfance, Germany and Holland before 
returning to London. By boat from 
Southhampton, they covered the dis- 
lance to Capetown, South Africa. 


On Christmas Day 1954 they began 4 
voyage aboard the SS DOMINION MON- 
ARCH which took them from Capetown, 
South Africa, to Australia and New Zea- 
land. During a three day visit in Aus 
tralia they visited the genealogical library 
in Sidney which is the headquarters for 
the Australian Genealogical Society, The 
ten days in New Zealand were spent 
mainly in and around Aukland, on the 
North Island. 

Fram Aukland they went by plane to 
Hawaii where they spent six days in 
and around Honolulu, spending consider- 
able time around Laie, where they 
visited the beautiful LDS Temple. While 
away they also visited many govern- 
ment offices where they were graciously 
treated by the officials all of whom will- 
ingly furnished them with first-hand 
information relative to the personal re- 
cord keeping. 

Another plane brought them from 
Hawaii to San Francisco, where they 
were met by their son and daughter-in- 
law from Logan, Utah, and their oldest 
daughter and son-in-law and four grand- 
children from Denver, Colorado.

Writer of National

Early Experiences 


Every once in a while we have toid 


you how letters from all parts of the 
nation come almost daily to Walter M. 
Everton, the originator of the Handy 
Book for Genealogists and the Genea- 
logical Helper, notwithstanding the fact 
that he died December 20, 1950. Prior tu 
last Christmas a letter came to him 
from Mrs. Henry Herbert (Alice) Hos- 
kins, Kourtesy Knoll, Main Street, East 
Windsor Hill, Conn., which may be of 
great interest to many of our readers, 

Here is the letter: 

Every now and then, I meet some 
genealogist, who mentions she has re- 
ceived a lot of assistance from the Genea- 
logical Helper, and asks if during my 
thirty years of research in various family 
lines, I have used it. Much to my sorrow 
I have not availed myself of the Helper 
and wonder what it is like, and how I 
can get it. Mrs. Carrie Kendrick speak- 
ing to me over the phone some weeks 
ago, gave me the address and said she 
found many others interested in her 
lines, listed in your directory, suggesting 
that I write you and ask about it.. 

I am the AH who answered many of 
the Hartford Times early queries, have 
worked as family genealogist on the Hos- 
kins Family of Conn., descendants of 
John or Windsor, and Anthony Hoskins 
from Dorchester to Windsor, 1633. Re- 
cently I had some correspondence with 
the Hoskins in Dorest County, England. 
Naturally I wonder if any other person 
is interested in the various families who

intermarried with Hoskins, such as the 
Wares of Enfield, White from Elder 
John White of Hartford, Boyntons of 
Rowley, Mass., Gov. Bradfield through 
the Adams lines and many others. I am 
a member of the Connecticut Historical 
Society since 1933, charter member of 
South ‘Windsor’ Historical Socitey, 
(Conn,.), member of Institute of Ameri- 
can Genealogy in Chicago, Ill, until 
1955 (Sept.) registered as a speaker 
with Gaines Research Bureau Park Ave., 
N. Y. Have delivered lectures on dif- 
ferent families to groups in Massa- 
chussetts, New York, and various towns 
in Connecticut for about ten years. Live 
in the birth-place of Eli Terry, one of 
the early clock makers of America. 

I would like to correspond with others 
interested in genealogy if I can.If there 
is a Genealogical Directory, will you 
please tell me how much it costs to be 
registered and if you publish a paper, 
I would most certainly like to receive 
it, perhaps I can contact more of the 
lost Hoskins lines, that way. 

During the past thirty years I have 
collected data to fill three legal size 
steel files, and several volumes of manu- 
scripts on the countless Hoskins, descen- 
dants of William of Taunton, Mass. who 
married Ann Hind, of John Hoskins of 
Windsor who married Ann Filer, and 
of Anthony Hoskins who married Isabel 
Brown of Windsor, 1656. Many are not 
aware of the Hoskins of whom they are 
descendants. I feel perhaps more publ- 
icity is needed. In this way I can attract 
the countless people who have female 
lines back to one of the above Hoskins, 
and can supply a lot of information. 

When the Boston Transcript went out 
of business, many of us dropped this 
work for a while, but like all deep inte- 
rests, it never leaves your mind. So now

bers. The home of one of the club mem- 
bers was generously offered for that 
purpose, but within a week or two the 
inadequacy of such an arrangement be- 
came evident. On March 17, 1954, the 
organization moved the eight books it 
had purchased and the eleven secured 
from the church to the City Library 
where they were placed in a_ special 
corner. 

Since then the organization has ac- 
cumulated more than 300 books at an 
outlay of several hundred dollars. The 
membership has increased to more than 
100, and contributions and donations 
are being solicited from the city business 
men. Through the direction of the head 
librarian, Reba McKinster, the library 
is also in a position to borrow needed 
books from larger libraries in the nation. 

It is the. hope of the four enthusiastic 
originators that before the end of the 
present year the section devoted to gen- 
eological books in the library shall con- 
tain upwards of a thousand or more 
valuable volumes. 

From tiny acorns mighty oak trees 
grow. 
after reaching middle age, I once more 
paid up my dues in the various histori- 
cal societies and am going back to digging 
up the dead, in hopes I can finish the 
project before I join them. Any assistance 
your Helper can give, would be very 
much appreciated. Sometimes one can 
find more in this way, than in just join- 
ing large societies, where the contact 
is not personal.

This is what he writes: 
Dear Madam: 

Have just read your letter of January 
11, 1954, published in December issue 
of the Genealogical Helper, (page 114), 
re your problem. F 

Am wondering whether it has occured 
to you that Sarah Wise and Eliza Wise 
might be the same person named Sarah 
Elizabeth Wise? 

This combination was quite common 
then as now. Probably no baptismal 
name has as many nicknames as has 
“Elizabeth”. A few, Bess, Beth, Betsy, 
Libby, Lizzie, Liz, Eliza, Lize, ete. 

I write this to you because I found 
the same problem and combination in 
tracing the descendants of a great-uncle. 
The entries in his old Bible, finally lo- 
located, were written in a number of 
handwritings, some entries being in 
German and others in English. 

On one page Sarah born a certain date 
was entered in German. On another page 
Elizabeth born the same date was enter- 
ed in English. One of her brothers was 
also entered with same name, Israel, 
on two different pages, with same date 
of birth for him. In each case, one entry 
being German, the other English. 

In getting lists of my great-uncles 
children from various members of the 
family some listed Sarah Elizabeth, some 
Elizabeth, some Saddie. 

By proceeding with this possibility in 
mind you may be able to prove or possi- 
bly disprove the combination of the 
two names on the same person. 

In any event'I wish you success before 
‘he end of 1955.

Seeks Signer 
Of Mecklenburg

WILLIAM KENNON was one of the 
three writers and a signer of the Mech- 
lenberg Declaration of Independence in 
1775. This decision by a group of North 
Carolinians preceeded by a considerable 
period the decision of the rest of America 
to establish an independent country. He 
was a prominent lawyer practicing in 
Salisbury and was chairman of the 
Rowan County Committee of Safety in 
1774. (The Mecklenberg Declaration cf 
Independence 20 May 1775, George W. 
Graham, M. D., Neale Pub. Co., N. Y., 
1905; History of Mecklenberg County, 
D. A. Tompkins. Charlotte N. C. Ob- 
server, Charlotte, 1903; James Sprunt 
Publications. Vol. 16, p/32-34-51, 1917: 
Sketches of North Carolina, William 
Henry Foote, Robert Carter Co., N. Y., 
1846). There is considerable evidence 
that this was the William Kennon who 
married Betty Bullock, 11 March 1771 
at Oxford, N. C., Security William Bul- 
lock, witness John Bullock Jr. (William 
andMary Quarterly, Vol. 13, p. 23, 1904- 
5.) This Betty Bullock was Elizabeth 
Bullock, daughter of Col. William Bul- 
lock and his first wife Unity, and grand- 
daughter of Richard Bullock and his 
wife Ann Henley of Hanover co., Va. 
and after 1750 of Granville County, N. C. 

There were however several different 
\Williara Kennons in this era and there 
is considerable confusion between them 
in the published records of the Kennon 
family (William and Mary Quarterly 
Vol. 14, p. 132, 1905; History of Bristol 
Parish. Philip Slaughter, Richmond, 
i879; Kennon family, Institute of Ameri- 
can Genealogy, Chicago, File K _ 151, 
typescript; Lewis of Warner Hall, M. E. 
Sorley, Stephens Co., Columbus Mo., 
1937, page 393). 

William Kennon of Conjurors Neck, 
Chesterfield Co., Va. married Ann Eppes. 
Among their children were William Ken- 
non of “Kennons” who lived in the part 
of Henrico County which became Ches- 
terfield, and who married Elizabeth 
Lewis, daughter of Col Charles Lewis 
of “The Byrd”. This William was born 
1713 and died about 1760. His son Wil- 
liam Kennon was born 1745, married 
Betsy Bullock in Granville County 1771. 
She died in 1772 after having one child 
Betsy Kennon born 14 June 1772 who 
married John Pettis. William then mar- 
ried second Elizabeth Harrison 10 Feb- 
ruary 1776 and had Charles, William 
Warner, Warner Lewis, Jane, Henry 
Isham and Ann Kennon, According to 
some reports this is the William Kennon 
of the Mecklenberg Declaration. His wife

Elizabeth Bullock was the daughter of 
Col. William Bullock of Granville County, 
N. C., who was the brother of Agness 
Bullock, widow of George Keeling, who 
married second Col. John Williams fa- 
mous lawyer and legal teacher of Gran- 
ville. Agness Bullock was also the mot- 
her-in-law of Judge Richard Henderson 
another famous lawyer of Granville, 
student of John Williams, founder of 
the state of Kentucky, organizer of the 
Transylvania Company and Kings At- 
torney at Salisbury, N. C. I have no 
proof that this William Kennon was the 
one practicing in Salisbury in 1775 but 
these close family connections would 
make it seem probable. 

William Kennon of “Kennons” had a 
brother Richard born 1712, married Ann 
Hunt. died in Chesterfield Co., Va. about 
1761, They had a son who is said to 
have married Priscilla Willis, to have 
moved to N. C. and practiced law and 
to have signed the Mecklenberg Dec- 
laration. They are said to have had 3 
daughters who married Mr. Bolling, 
Mr. Scott and Lewis Burwell respectively. 
They are also said to have had one son 
William Kennon who was unmarried 
and was the one who signed the Meck- 
lenberg Declaration of Independence.

May Also House 
Genealogical 
Records

Ohio’s General Assembly has before 
both of its houses identical bills which 
would name a commission to select a 
site for an Ohio State Library and Ar- 
chives Building and appropiate $5,000,000 
to build it. Tossed in the hopper early in 
the session which began in January, 
the bill has the blessing of the State 
Library Board and of the Ohio Historical 
Society. 

A six man committee, three from each 
of these groups, met with Governor 
Frank J. Lausche, prior to the opening 
of the Legislative session. He has re- 
cently indicated his favor and also sug- 
gested that a penny might be added to 
the levy on each pack of cigarettes ani 
that the tax bite on liquor be boosted to 
raise the funds. The Legislature might 
not join in these sentiments as they are 
dedicated to the program of No new 
taxes. 

The Ohio Historical Society has been 
officially named as custodian of the 
Archives by the Assembly in 1945 and 
again in 1951. The plan to accomplish 
the custodianship will be provided by 
the present bill. None of the state de- 
partments can dispose of any records 
without the word of the Society. It will 
evaluate all records before they can be 
junked. 

The Society has at present a library 
of rmodest size in connection with the 
museum on the grounds of Ohio State 
University which also has a large li- 
brary. The Ohio State Library occupies 
several floors of the state’s newest and 
best office building in down town Col- 
umbus. 

The University Library has no genea- 
iogical sectian and there are scant 
facilities. at the Columbus Public Library. 
Researchers are directed to the State 
Library and to the Museum and their 
collections complement each other. 

The State Library has the most exten- 
sive section of genealogical books and 
is strong in Ohio histories and in the 
states east of Ohio. It also has the 1850 
and 1860 Ohio census on microfilm. 

The library at the museum has the 
Ohio tax lists for 1810. As the Ohio 
census of 1810 was lost when the British 
burned Washington during the War of 
1812, this tax list is the only key to 
Ohio residents of that first decade of 
the state’s history. It also has the 1830 
census on microfilm, that being the 
first complete census of the state to be

All told 13 groups 
have been organized.

available. The library also has a gene- 
ral index of all names appearing in its 
collection of county and city histories. 

Both libraries have the rosters of 
Ohio’s Civil War Soldiers. In WPA days. 
an index was made of these volumes 
for the office of the Adjutant General 
of Ohio and the museum has a copy. 
Rosters of Ohio soldiers in the War of 
1812, the Spanish American War and 
World War I are with the Adjutant 
General. 

The bill before the Legislature does 
not propose the merging of the Ohio 
State Library and the Museum Library 
and the latter will retain its present 
extensive collection of newspapers.

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McLewrath Clan Traced From Scotland 
And Ireland To Southern States

From Rowan County. North Carolina 
Court House Records it appears that 
John Mcllwraith, a Scotchman, received 
his first land grant in 1743. It was grant- 
ec to him by the Earl of Granville, and 
given on the grant is a little information 
of interest. John McLewrath came to 
America from Scotland, and landed in 
New York, from there to Wilmington, 
North Carolina, and thence to Rowan 
County, North Carolina. After 1743 he 
received a number of land grants. grant- 
ed him for transporting persons from 
Scotland to North Carolina. For every 
person he transported he received fifty 
acres of land. This land was all situated 
on Third, Fourth, and Fifth Creeks in 
Rowan County, North Carolina. 


The names of the parents of John 
McLewrath, where he came from in 
Scotland, or who he married is not 
known. Perhaps a careful search or 
records in Scotland would unravel the 
mystery. He was a man of education and 
culture. His signature, on file in Rowan 
County, N. C.. bears out that fact, No 
will or administration for John McLew- 
rath has been found, but from the Court 
Records his land descended to Thomas, 
ROBERT, Joseph, and John McLewrath 
In one of the deeds Thomas McLewrath 
he calls him, “My Son”, and since each 
of the four boys inherited the same 
number of acres, and land lying in the 
same vicinity, and each one referring in 
later years to the land as, “My Inheri- 
tance”, it is reasonable to believe they 
were all children of John McLewrath. 
This fact could hardly be doubted by 
anyone who for a short time would study 
the records on file in Rowan County. 
However, it is regrettable that no will or 
administration was found. Since Iredell 
County was formed from Rowan, and 
Third, Fourth, and Fifth Creeks in- 
cluded in the area cut off to from Iredell, 
it is possible that a search of Iredell 
records would produce something of 
interest. 

Walter McElreath, a noted Atlanta 
lawyer, published a book in 1941 titled 
“My Folks”. In this book an interesting 
account of the McElreath, McLewrath, 
Mcllwraith, McElrath name is given. 
The name is spelled many different 
ways. The family existed as a distinct 
sept or clan from a period so remote 
its earliest history is obscur. It seems 
the family is of Irish orgin as its first 
historical trace researchers say, has 
been found among the Irish Celts or 
Scoti, and dates from 600 A.D. It is 
almost certain the family was of Irish 
origin, and its seat in the West of 
Ireland, probably in County Clare. 
However, there has for many cen- 
turies been a Scottish sept of the 


name. MclIlwraiih or McElrath, or Mc- 
Lewrath, and it is from the Scottish 


sept of the name that the family of 
McLewraths descend It is a well estab- 
lished fact that during the sixth and 


‘seventh centuries many Irish went into 


Scotland. At tha ttime the Irish were 
called Scoti, and the people of what is 
now Scotland were called “Picts” or the 
land Pictland.Green’s Short History of 
the English People (volume 1, page 
235) tells us that, “A fleet of coracles 
had borne a tribe of the Scots, as the 
inhabitants of Ireland were then called, 
from the black cliff walls of Antrim to 
the rocky coast of Argyle. The little 
kingdom of Scotland which these Irish- 
men founded slumbered in obscurity 
among the lakes and mountains of the 
South of Linne, now submitting to the 
overlordship of Northumbria, now to 
that of the Picts, till the extinction of 
the direct line of sovereigns raised the 
Scottish King, Kenneth McAlphin, who 
chanced to be their nearest kinsman, to 
the vacant throne. For 50 years these 
rulers of Scottish blood still called them- 
selves “Kings of the Picts”, but with the 
opening of the tenth century the very 
name passes away, the very tribe which 
had given its chief to the common throne 
gives its designation to the common 
realm and Pictland vanished from the 
page of the chronicler or annilist to 
make way for the Land of the Scots.” 
There is little doubt that the ancestors 
of the family whose origin I am now 
tracing were among these invading Scots. 

The writer of this paper is chiefly 
concerned with the family of ROBERT 
McLEWRATH, who at the beginning 
of hostile relations with the Mother 
Country was summoned to South Caro- 
lina to act in the capacity of “Chief 
Armorer” for the State during the Revo- 
lutionary War. Robert McLewrath was 
a gunsmith by trade, and an excelient 
one to be sure. He married Jane Shields 
April 26, 1776, for in Rowan County 
marriage records the license is recorded, 
and William Shields was her bondsman. 
The Shields family was prominent in 
Augusta Co., Va., and later in Meck- 
linberg County, North Carolina. Jane 
Shields McLewrath was a granddaughter 
of the Rev. John Thomson who came to 
Virginia as early as 1714. His name 
stands out in the annals of the Pres- 
byterian Church as one of its most 
highly esteemed ministers of the early 
days in Colonial Virginia. 
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Robert McLewrath and Jane McLew- 
rath arrived in Charleston before the 
hostilities began, and were taken to the 
home of Alexander Frazier for quarters. 
For a year or longer the state of South 
Carolina paid to the estate of Alexander 
Frazier money to apply on the rent for 
the quarters of Mr. Robert McLewrath. 
It is certain that several of their child- 
ren were born during this period, He 
was a man of considerable estate for he 
was constantly buying and selling lands 
in and around Charleston. After the War 
terminated he removed from the Parish 
of St James to Winton County which 
is now Barnwell County, S. C. He set- 
led on the east side of Three Runs on 
a plantation known as “lethe”. Coming 
with him to Barnwell was Daniel Bor- 
deaux and Stephen Smith. These three 
men together purchased this plantation, 
but after a short time Robert McLewrath 
decided to buy the entire plantation for 
himself, and from the legal records of 
Barnwell he borrowed twelve hundred 
pounds of currency from Daniel Bor- 
deaux to pay for the others interest. 

If Robert McLewrath had lived perhaps 
the story would have been different, but 
he met an untimely death, and the cur- 
tain came down on this outstanding 
man long before his time. He died be- 
fore 1790, for shortly thereafter Daniel 
Bordeaux was in charge of his estate, 
and had begun his long fight to beat 
and swindle his widow, Jane Shields Mc- 
Lewrath, out of every penny of her part. 
and the children’s part of the estate. 
Barnwell Court Records are full of the 
many cases concerning the settlement 
McLewrath Continued 
of the estate. Margaret Sheilds was ap- 
pointed governess for the children, and 
Daniel Bordeaux objected to the money 
paid to her. There are some eighty odd 
pages in Barnwell Court Records con- 
cerning the settlement of this estate. 
Daniel Bordeaux resembled Shylock in 
the “Merchant of Venice”. 

Robert McLewrath and Jane Shields 
had the following children: (1) Margaret 
McLewrath married James Thomson.

(Three children.) (2) Elizabeth' McLew- 
rath married James Clary. (Moved to 
Georgia). (3) Mary (Polly) McLewrath 
married (1)William Clary (Two children) 
(2) James Irvin Calhoun (Five child- 
ren) (4) John Robert McLewrath (No 
data). (5) Charlotte McLewrath married 
William Francis Ladson, (Three child- 
ren). 

The writer of this paper knows nothing 
about the descendants of Margaret whc 
was the oldest child. She married James 
Thomson and what became of her de- 
cendants is not known. I would imagine 
some work could be done on this family, 
and the decendants located. Elizabeth 
McLewrath married James Clary and 
moved to Scrieven County, Georgia, 
shortly after 1800. I understand that 
James Clary died there, but have not 
investigated anything with reference to 
the descendants of this union. Charlotte 
married William Francis Ladson and 
died after their third child was born. 
William Francis Ladson migrated to 
Liberty County, Georgie, and married 
Margaret Irvine, who was a member 
of a prominent family from that section. 
Margaret died in three years and Wil- 
liam Ladson married Cynthia Wingate 
as his third wife. There were four sons 
and a daughter by this union. Cynthia 
Wingate was a grandmother of Governor 
Caswell of North Carolina. These child- 
ren all became influential citizens and 
married into some of Georgia’s finest 
blood. The late Calhoun Tatnal Ladson 
of Atlanta was a grandson of this union. 
and for many years was a very fine 
lawyer in Atlanta. The well known 
school for girls in Atlanta, Washington 
Seminary, now has its location in the 
former home of Col. C. T. Ladson. Mary 
McLewrath married James Irvin Calhoun 
and removed to Montgomery County, 
Georgia in 1837. They both lived to be 
very old, but Mary, or Polly as she was 
often called died first, and James Irvin 
Calhoun married, as his second wife, 
Elizabeth Collins. There was no issue 
by this marriage. James Irvin Calhoun 
was born October 17. 1796, and died July 
8, 1882. William Francis Ladson was 
born March 20, 1769, in Beaufort Dis- 
trict, South Carolina, and he died April 
10, 1830 in Savannah, Georgia. His wife, 
Cynthia Ladson died in 1834. 

The Calhoun family of Barnwell Dis- 
trict also came from North Carolina 
very early to Barnwell County. South 
Carolina. James Irvin Calhoun was the 
son of Samuel Calhoun who is mentioned 
in the will of James Calhoun of Guil- 
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ford County, North Carolina in 1795. 
James Calhoun was a very old man when 
he died and left a large family of child- 
ren, He was born in Virginia, for in 
the 1880 Census for Georgia, James Irvin 
Calhoun was living at that time although 
very old and he stated that his father, 
Samuel Calhoun, was born in Virginia. 
However, James Calhoun came very 
early to North Carolina and settled in 
Bladen County on land that cornered 
on Double Run Branch Creek. He re- 
ceived the grant for this land from King 
George III of England. Later he moved 
to Guilford County which joined Rowan 
County, the early seat of the McLewrath 
and Shields Family. The Thomson Fam- 
ily, which later migrated to Barnwell 
District, also had its origin in Virginia, 
thence to Mecklinburg County, North 
Carolina, and then to Barnwell. These 
folks were all allied by blood and other 
ties long before they arrived in South 
Carolina. Samuel Calhoun, father of 
James Irvin Calhoun of Barnwell, mar- 
ried Mary Hargroves. Her parents are 
unknown at the present, but she was un- 
doubtedly close kin to Burrell Har- 
groves, who lived in Barnwell County, 
South Carolina. The Hargroves famliy is 
found with the Calhouns, Thomsons, 
Shields, McLewrath, and other families 
all the way down from Virginia to Geor- 
gia. 

John Conoway Ladson was born De- 
cember 23, 1813 in Barnwell, South Caro- 
lina. As stated before he was the son of 
Charlotte McLewrath and William Lad- 
son. He came to Georgia in 1837 when 
Irvin Calhoun arrived and married Mary 
Ann Calhoun, who was a daughter of 
James Irvin Calhoun. John Conoway 
Ladson married his first cousin, but in 
those days that was a common occur- 
ance. There were three children by this 
union, 

(1) Isaac Ladson married Pinkey Eliz- 
abeth Connell. Issue. 

(2) Lucy Ladson, died single. 

(3) James Ladson, died single. 

Isaac Ladson married Pinky E. Con- 
nell who was the daughter of William 
Connell and his wife Pinkey E. Mosely. 
Pinky E. Moseley was the daughter of 
Brantiry Moseley, Jr. and his wife, La- 
vina Thompson. William Connell was the 
son of John Connell, Revolutionary Soi- 
dier, who enlisted in the war from Penn- 
sylvania, but when discharged at Savan- 
ah, Ga., decided to remain in the South. 
John Connell wed Clarissa Hamilton, 
daughter of Stewart Hamilton and Clar- 
issa Stringer. Stewart Hamilton was born 
in North Carolina in 1750 and came to 
Montgomery County, Ga., in 1803. He

also was a Revolutionary Soldier. He 
was a son of William Hamilton men- 
tioned in the will of John Hamilton of 
Nansemond County, Virginia in 1711. 

John E. Ladson, Jr., the writer of this 
paper, is a grandson of Isaac Ladson and 
Pinky Connell Ladson. He descends from 
Isaac Ladson through his son John E. 
Ladson, Sr. who was born in Montgom- 
ery county, Georgia Jan. 11, 1885, John 
E. Ladson, Sr. wed Annie Laurie Rhodes 
who was born Feb. 22, 1888 in Tift coun- 
ty, Georgia. Annie Laurie Rhodes was the 
daughter of Aaron Rhodes and Anne 
Elizabeth Coursey, granddaughter of 
John A. Rhodes and Cynthia Brown, 
great granddaughter of Absalam Rhodes 
and Mary Barton, and great, great, 
granddaughter of William Rhodes and 
Elizabeth Wofford. William Rhodes was 
born in 1724 in Orange county, Virginia 
and was a son of William Rhodes, Sr. 
who was born in Middlesex county, Vir- 
ginia, and a_ grandson of Hezekiah 
Rhodes and Elizabeth Nichols Rhodes of 
Middlesex county ,Virginia. 

The writer of this paper would like to 
contact some of the descendants of the 
Mcliwraith Family of Rowan county, 
N. C. What became of Joseph, Thomas, 
and John McLewrath who were living in 
Rowan county, N.C. in the year 1775 
when Robert, their brother, left Rowan 
county for Charleston, S. C. to become 
chief armorer for the state of South 
Carolina. There were likely sisters to 
the above mentioned brothers, but the 
writer found only the above described 
deeds to the sons of John MclIlwraith.

This will facilitate handling and 
avoid their being overlooked. ’ 

3. All hand written queries will be typed and returned for proofing 
with a charge of % cent per word for this service. Handwritten meterial 
has caused considerable trouble in the past—with dates, names and places 
being misinterpreted. 

4. The name and address of the querist must appear on each and every 
question submitted to the Question Box. 

5. Queries of general interest on any genealogical subject will receive 
top priority.

Los Angeles where they visited a day 
before continuing to their home in Logan, 
Utah, where they arrived at 1 a.m. 
February 4, They had then been away 
for twenty-four months. 


While in South Africa the Evertons 
served as missionaries for the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. As 
such they labored in Johaanesburg, Pre- 
toria, Capetown, Port Elizabeth, and 
Durban. The missionaries recieve no 
wages or financial remuneration of any 
They pay all of their own living expenses 
while in the field, part of their traveling 
expenses, including those to and from 
their feilds of labor, and part of the cost 
of phamplets and books they distribute. 


The Evertons brought home with them 


several hundred colored slides showing 
picturessue scenes of the strange South 
African country side and a large number 
of novelties common only to that section 
of the world,
